American Fleet Gives 
Battle Off Manila. 



Spanish Commander Killed and 
Two Ships Disabled Before 
the Attack Is Repulsed. 



A Second Engagement in Which 
Again Both Sides Lose 
Heavily. 



Madrid, via Paris May 1.— The French 
minister of marine is in receipt of a dis- 
patch t othe effect that the American 
fleet was obliged to retreat from Man- 
ila after a terrible engagement. The 
Spanish loss was heavy and the Ameri- 
can ship was seriously damaged. 

Madrid, May 1— (0:30 p.m.)— Advices 
from Manila say the American squadron, 
under Commodore Dewey, appeared off 
the Bay of Manila at 5 o'clock this 
morning and opened a strong cannonade 
against the Spanish squadron and forts 
protecting the harbor. The Spanish sec- 
ond class cruiser Don Juan de Austria 
was severely damaged and her comman- 
der was killed. Another Spanish vessel 
was burned. The American squadron re- 
tired, having also sustained severe dam- 
age. A secand naval engagement fol- 
lowed in which the American squadron 
again suffered great loss and the Span- 
ish warships Mindanco and Ulloa were 
slightly damaged. 

London, May 1. — (Midnight.) — The sec- 
ond section of a Madrid dispatch report- 
ing the engagement off Manila Bay has 
just reached here. It shows that there 
were serious fighting off Canile. Ad- 
miral Bermejo, according to a dispatch 
has wired congratulations to the Spanish 
navy on the behavior of the warships 
against superior forces.

President Cleveland's Course on 
Cuban Question Contrasted with 
That of McKiulcy. 



Americans Supplied Insurgent 
Forces as From a Never Fail- 
ing Arsenal. 



London, April 30.— The Madrid cor- 
respondent of the Times, reviewing the 
incidents leading up to the war, i-uys: 
•'There was little danger that peace 
would be disturbed under President 
Cleveland because the Cleveland cabi- 
net gave assurance that Spanish sover- 
eignty would be respected, and President 
Cleveland was regarded as a man of his 
word. With the advent of President 
McKiuley, it was remarked that all such 
assurances were avoided and indications 
were given that only a short time would 
be accorded for the suppression of the 
rebellion: The Spanish government per- 
ceived there was danger ahead. When 
General Woodford arrived he soon let it 
be known that he had an important mis- 
sion to execute, but he made a distinctly, 
favorable impression by his amicable, 
conciliatory and scrupulously courteous 
manner, giving nil the Spanish ministers 
the impression that he would avoid all 
unnecessary diplomatic friction. Gradu- 
ally he gave indication that the humane 
indignation felt in the United Slates at 
General Wevler's operations might event- 
ually force the hand of the Washington 
government. 

"On September 15th at San Sebastian 
Gen. Woodford stated in the most posi- 
tive manner that the President desired 
most earnestly peace and friendship be- 
tween .Spain and the United States, lie 
then proceeded to read extracts from his 
instructions. These were lengthy, deli- 
cate and important. The Duke of. Te- 
tun.n suggested a formal written com- 
munication which he could submit to the, 
cabinet council. Then followed a con- 
versation, Gen. Woodford indicating 
America's desire to tender her good of- 
to secure pence. The Duke of Te- 
tuan directly hinted that the United 
States were not doing their best to stop 
filibustering. The conversation, however, 
was maintained in a cordial and friendly 
manner. 

"On September 23 the promised note 
was presented, a prolix document where- 
in the main purpose was evident enough, 
unde ru mass of amiable verbiage. After 
most liberal expressions and friendly as- 
surances, with a review of the history 
of the Cuban rebellion, the note drew 
the following conclusions: 'It is visionary 
for Spain to hope that Cuba, even event- 
ually subjugated by sheer exhaustion 
can bear to Spain anything like the re- 
lations Which she has borne.' Then rep- 
lentating that the sentiment of tho Am- 
erican people strongly.! demanded that 
if the United Staes was to maintain neu- 
trality towards the combatants it must 
be a genuine neutrality between combat- 
ants fully recognized as such in fact us 
well as in name, the note asks, in the 
friendliest terms, whether the time lias 
not arrived when Spain of .her own 
volition and .moved by her own interests 
and by every paramount sentiment of 
humanity, will put a stop to this destruc- 
tive war and make proposals of settle- 
ment honorable to herself and to the 
Cuban colony and mankind. 'All that 
is asked or expected is that some safe 
way may be provided for the action 
which Spain may undertake with justice 
and self-respect, and that the settlement 
shall be a lasting one. For the accom-

plishment of this net now and in, the 
future the government of the United 
States hereby altera its most kindly of- 
fices.' 

"Tho consequences that might result' 
from the refusal of this offer are staled 
with .equal clearness: T cannot disguise 
the gravity of the situation or conceal 
the conviction of the President that 
should his present offer be fruitless, his 
duty to his country will necessitate nn 
early decision as to n course of action 
which time and transcendent emergency 
may demand.' 

"In conclusion u reply was requested 
before the end of October in the follow- 
ing terms: 'It is sincerely hoped that 
Spain either may be able to formulate 
some proposal under which this tender of 
good offices may become effective, or may 
give satisfactory assurances that peace 
in Cuba, with the efforts of Spain, will 
be promptly assured.' 

"Before the Spanish government could 
prepare a reply Senator Ouuovas was un- 
sealed. A Liberal cabinet was installed, 
with inure hopeful prospects of a peace- 
ful compromise with the United States. 
As soon as the ministers had time to ex- 
amine the situation, they prepared a con- 
ciliatory reply, and handed it to lion- 
eral Woodford on October 2:1. In this 
document Scnor Gullom returns Spain's 
assurances of sympathy and good will, 
adding that she takes the friendly assur- 
ances of the United States to explain: 
any omission or confusion of statement 
originating either in the elevated purpose 
of quickly attaining engagements which 
are considered humane or in the natural 
and warm defence of obligation and in- 
terests which are considered sacred. 

"It is admitted a certain amount of in- 
jury is indirectly indicted on the United 
States as always happens to neighbors, 
when there are prolonged disturbances 
in an abjacent country, and that this 
justifies the desires for peace and 
friendly observations. But it never 
justifies interference or intrusion. The 
Gullom note states the belief that the 
Liberal ministry is well litted to initiate 
measures to early terminate the strug- 
gle, and it outlines tho autonomous insti- 
tution about to bo conferred on Cuba. 
At the same time, it alludes to the iu- 
destructible nature of Spain's sovereign- 
ty over tlie island. As General Wood- 
ord had not specified the means where- 
by President McKinley might procure 
peace, Scnor Gullom suggested that 
while Spain jontinues her military opera- 
tions and institutes autonomy, the Uni- 
ted States should refrain from furnish- 
ng the resources wherewith, as from afi 
xhnustible arsenal, the Cuban insur- 
gents have been supplied from the be- 
inning.' " 

"On September 20 General Woodford 
presented a new note which contained 

lie following: 'During the very time

the President: bus observed with peculiar 
satisfaction the encouraging signs which 

omo to him alike from the' Peninsula 
ind Cuba and from the honored repre-

ures adopted by the United States amply 
sufficed to cover all international obli- 
gations, and continuing 'Whatever 
just and humane measures may attain 
to a contented and recuperative peace 

n Cuba cannot but win our admiration 

md any progress towards its attainment 
cannot but be benevolently viewed. In 
this path Of kindly expectancy and in- 

pired now as always by the high pur- 

flse of fulfilling every rightful obliga- 
tion Of friendship, the United States 
proposed to preserve so long as the event 

hall invite and justify that course.' "

On Board Flagship New York, April' 
30 (via Key West).— The full details of 
the so-called bombardment of Culmnus' 
last evening are that the New York wan- 
lying quietly outside the picturesque 
harbor of Cabanas about two miles off 
shore, accompanied by the torpedo boats 
Potter and Ericcson. A return to tlio 
station off Morro Castle, Havana, wuh 
contemplated. The band was playing its 
usual dinner music, when from a hill to. 
the eastward of Cabanas harbor came- 
the sound of volley firing. It was plainly 
a small anus attack and though iio smoke ' 
could be seen, the enemy was thought to 
be hidden close to tho shore. It was es- 
timated that one troop of cavarly, dis- 
mounted, was doing the firing. Tho of- 
ficers of the llngship stood on her decK 
trying to ascertain definitely the exact 
location of tho enemy, more amused thau 
annoyed at this novel method of attack- 
ing an armored cruiser. However, Rear 
Admiral Sampson and Oapt. Chad wick 
decided that the lesson taught at Mn»- 
tanzas must be repeated at Cnbiuins,; 
"Man the port battery,'' was the order. 
At a few minutes past six o'clock the- 
four-inch gun in the after port battery 
sent a shot flying over the water into- 
Cuban soil raising a little cloud of dust 
just where the Spanish cavalry stood'. 
A few more shots were fired but the- 
ground was evidently damp. No dtiht 
trose and it was hard to toll where t he- 
shells struck. They fired at 3,0'JU to 
4,000 yards range. The Spaniards were 
not heard from after the first shot. 

The New York then turned her how 
eastward. The target practice was ap- 
parently over for the evening. A mo- 
ment or so later Capt. Cliadwiek saw 
the Spanish cavalry then mounted, as- 
cending a hillside and ho . personally 
trained a four-inch gun and planted two 
shots, tho second one plunking right 
among the Spaniards, who scnttered ii* 
all directions. The New York then 
steamed ahead towards Morro CastJe 
and the hand of the ilagship completed 
its musical programme. 

The trip which ended in the target 
practice tit Cabanas commenced about 
noon, when the flagship, with the Ericc- 
son and Porter started westward. Tho 
Admiral was anxious to personally in- 
vestigate the blockaded harbor, tlpon 
this occasion the first good view of the 
city of Havana Wan obtained, the New 
York steaming within range of the bat- 
teries. The palace, tho cathedral, the 
proedo and the fortifications were plain- 
ly visible in bright sunlight. Havana 
then looked anything but the "city of 
saffron dirt," as some people thought she 
looked, \yhen out of range of the Santa 
Clara batteries, after passing the Iowa, 
Detroit, Mangrove and Mayflower, the" 
flagship proceeded westward steaming 
about two miles distant, from tho shore. 
When Mariel, twenty-live miles distant 
from Havana, was reached the flagship- 
came to a standstill and the gunboat. 
Sastine, which was, quartering at that- 
port, hailed. Capt Boyd thereupon 
went on board the flagship and had a. 
consultation with the Admiral. A care- 
ful inspection of Mariel harbor revealed 
tho presence of two small Spanish gun- 
boats and four schooners well in behind! 
an old-fashioned martello -tower on one 
side and a flimsy little fort on the other 
side. The combined battery of these 
two fortifications is one muzzle-loading 
cannon. The last blockhouse of the west- 
ward trocha loomed on a sharp bluff 
shadowing tho little town. After lying 
for forty minutes close in to this pic- 
turesque harbor with its low. red-roofed 
warehoused, royal palms and mountain- 
ous setting, the Admiral proceeded to 
Cabanas, saying jokingly to tho corres- 
pondent: "Mariel looked altogether too 
peaceful to disturb." It i sbelievcd, how- 
ever, that in spite of its peaceful appear- 
ance, mines have been laid beneath the- 
smooth water of Cabanas harbor. 

A HEAL SETTLEMENT. 

Catholics Take Part in Manitoba School 
Management Upon Concessions

Winnipeg, April 30.— (Special)— At a 
meeting of the Manitoba educational ad- 
visory board held to-day the following 
resolution was adopted: "In examina- 
tions for bWlngual certificates of the- 
third class, the subjects of German and 
French, literature and composition shall 
bo substituted for English literature and' 
rhetoric." 

The names of Rev. Father Drummond,. 
ltev. Father Chorrier, and T. ltoehon, 
all Catholics, were added to the list of 
examiners. This nifditiou evidently 
means a settlement of the school ques- 
tion, as members of the Roman Catholic 
church have refused to act on the board 
since tho passage of the Manitoba School 
act, abolishing separate schools.

London, May 1.— The Berlin corre- 
spondent of the Sunday Special asserts 
tlint the Queen Regent of Spain has ap- 
pealed to the Czar through the Empress 
ITrnncis Joseph of Austria to- assist 
■Spain in her conflict with the United 
States. Emperor Nicholes replied di- 
rectly to Uie Queen Regent assuring her 
of his deepest sympathy with Spain, on 
which country the United States has 
forced war, but stating that he docs not 
consider matters yet ripe for Russian 
diplomacy or military intervention, 
though he will do whatever is possible 
at the proper time. 

THE PHILIPPINES. 

Madrid, April 30.— (1'6:30 p.m.)— Up to 
this hour no news has been received 
from Manila. During the continuance 
of the debate in the chamber to-day 
Scnor Silvela, the Conservative leader, 
declared that this was not a moment 
for political discussion as the matter was 
now in the hands of the army and navy. 
• London, April 30.— A despatch to the 
Daily Mail from Hongkong, dated Fri- 
day, says: War news is scarce. Nothing 
has been heard from Manila. Commo- 
dore Dewey considers that bis duty will 
be done when the Spanish fleet is cap- 
tured and safely been secured for Am- 
erican trading vessels. Eleven of the e 
vessels are overdue, and Americans are 
exceedingly anxious. The American 
fleet carries in all 2.000 officers and men. 
'The Concord is expected to return here 
lor despatches on Wednesday. 

Hongkong, April 30.— It is said that 
'the entrance to Manila Ray is eom- 
> mantled by about sixty heavy guns. It 
iis impossible for the American warships 
tto enter the bay without a battleship or 
'the co-operation of a strong land force. 
It is believed that Commodore Dewey 
will not force an entrance to the har- 
bor, but will blockade the port until the 
insurgents move on Manila. Agents of 
■the insurgents here are trying to char- 
ter a steamer in the expectation of being 
able to transport a force of insurgents 
• to- the vicinity of Manila and capture 
the strong fortress of Cavite, inside 
Manila bay. British warships and tor- 
pedo boats at Hongkong have been for- 
bidden to commence fresh repairs, which 
seems to indicate the possibility of a 
movement in the near future upon the 
, part of the British fleet. 

A British steamer just arrived reports 

■ that the Spanish fleet is cruising out- 
. side Manila. She did not see any ves- 
sels of the United States fleet. 

Washington, April :!(). — No word has 
ypt come from the Philippines. As al- 

■ redy explained, even if there had been 
an action between Commodore Dewey 
and the Spanish naval forces there, the 
navy department could scarcely hear of 
it for several days. Even ir the commo- 
dore manages to land at Manila he will 
probably be unable to operate the cable 

■ owing to the lack of skilled operators, 
and perhaps his apparatus will be dis- 
abled before it falls into his hands. 

'There is good reason to believe that the 
admiral will not directly attack Manila 
at the beginning. 

New York, April 30. — A special to the 
World from Singapore, Straits Settle- 
ment, says: A naval battle between the 
United States and Spanish Beets may 
already have been fought off Philippine 
Islands. Admiral Montijo, the Spanish 
•commander, has only three effective 
fighting ships among the large number 
under his command. The remainder of 
the fleet will be of little fighting value in 
a combat with the modern vessels of the 
United States squadron. The truth re- 
garding the battle is not likely to be 
known until Commodore Dewey, the 
American commander, gets control of 
the cables to the Philippines Islands. All 
telegraph messages from there are vigil- 
antly watched, 

■ CUBANS TO THE FRONT. 

Key West, April 30.— Twelve hundred 
Cubans will be equipped by the United 
States and proceed to Cuba immediately. 

Beginning to-night this port: will be 
closed to all incoming vessels from 8 
in, the evening until daylight. Great 
vigilance will be employed in the harbor 
and sentries wi!) patrol the shore line 
constantly after night fall. 

New York, April 3d. — About 130 
Cubans left here- to-night to join the 
United States troops at Tampa. The 
contingent will be augmented at Phila- 
delphia and other points along the line 
of travel. It was in command of Gen; 
Castillo.

INTERNATIONAL EXHIBITION. 

Efforts Being Made to Have British Co- 
lumbia Represented at Omaha 
This Summer. 

Mr. ,T. V. Knapp, special commissioner 
j for the Trans-Mississippi International 
Exposition, to be held at Omaha from 
June 1 to November 1 is in the city to 
interview the government respecting the 
sending of a British Columbia exhibit, 
particularly of minerals. Mr. Knapp 
has had a talk with the prominent mem 
hers of the hoard of trade and the board 
will hold a meeting on Monday to take 
the matter under consideration. It has 
been suggested that tl..' government send 
the mineral exhibit that they now have 
in the government buildings. 

Some three million dollars has already 
been expended in the erection of the 
main buildings, the federal government 
having appropriated $300,000. Thirty- 
live states, including ail the Coast states, 
are sending exhibits. Washiucrton hav- 
ing contributed !?12,"),000 for a display of 
their products. Fourteen foreign conn 
tries are to he represented. The Doiuin 
ion government has contracted for con 
siderable space for a general exhibit, but 
it is thought advisable to have a special 
mineral exhibit from British Columbia. 

On account of the rate war and the 
interest in Alaska and the Canadian Yu- 
kon, it is thought that the attendance will 
be fully 100 per cent, greater than it 
would be under ordinary circumstances, 
anywhere from fifty to one hundred 
thousand a day. 

Mr. Knapp will spend several days in 
Victoria and will go from here to Rjss- 
land.

Francisco Iron Mines Immedi- 
ately.

THE RAILWAY TO THE iNUItTi I. 

We learn that, in accordance with the 
announcement made some days ago in 
these columns, the government of the 
province has perfected its plans to se- 
cure tln> construction of a railway from 
Teslin Lake to the British Columbia 
eotist, and that the necessary measure 
will be brought down to the house early 
this week. We believe the plan adopted 
will moot with the approval of the very 
great majority of the people of British 
'Columbia. It is unnecessary to add any- 
thing to what we have already said as 
to the importance of the proposed rail- 
way, lis construction will mark an era 
in the history of the province. The be- 
ginning of construction will give tl 
stimulus to business and inaugurate a 
period of prosperity which has had no 
parallel in the history of the Coast re- 
gion.' We hope to see the measure re- 
ceive support from gentlemen who do 
not usually act. with the government. 
There is no division between parties on 
this question out of the house and then' 
should not tie one within it. 



PARTY LINES IN PROVINCIAL 
POLITICS. 

A disposition has been shown in some 
quarters to divide provincial politics on 
Dominion lines. This has bopn princi- 
pally exhibited by certain Liberals, but 
probably the Conservatives have not 
Ibeen quite free from it. The idea has 
.met with no favor from the provincial 
administration, and we arc glad to know 
that the recognized leaders of the opposi- 
tion have discountenanced it. The sug- 
gestion has also been made that an 
^avowedly coalition party should be fonn- 
>'ed in the province, but this is scarcely 
Mess objectionable.' A coalition is simply 
a temporary expedient to meet an enierg 1 - 
■ency. It presupposes that party lines 
may be properly taken into account in 
the local field, and that when either 
iparty feels able to "take the reins in its 
own hands, the other will be cast out, 
and thereafter strict party lines be 
drawn. No such emergency exists in this 
province, nor can it exist for the very 
good reason, if for no other, that then.' 
are no local issues upon which the people 
.are divided according to Dominion lines. 

There may well be, and we are glad 
lo believe there is, a unity of intention 
among the majority of the supporters of 
both the great Dominion parties to se- 
cure good government for British Colum- 
bia by bringing about the return of Hon. 
Mr. Turner to power; but this union is 
;not a coalition of representatives of two 
•opposing parties but an alliance between 
i men, who, differing on federal issues, see 
alike as to what is necesary for the 
■ best interests of the province in the con- 
• duct of its local affairs. The distinc- 
tion is a real one and if it is kept in 
mind the work of the coming campaign 
will be greatly simplified. We repeat 
that to talk of a coalition of federal par- 
ties in provincial politics is to admit 
that federal politics have a place in pro- 
vincial affairs — a position which we think 
no well-wisher of British Columbia 
ought to assume. 

It has been said that in most of the 
older provinces party lines are followed 
in the local houses. We do not know 
that this proves any thing, and it re- 
mains lo be demonstrated that the prov- 
inces, where this rule prevails, are any 
better off by reason of it than New 
Brunswick and British Columbia where it 
is not observed. It might also be pointed 
out that in the United States the rule 
is to carry federal politics down even 
to the government of the smallest town- 
ship. So completely is this done that 
the whole political organization of the 
country, from the President down, is a 
huge party machine, or rather two or 
three huge party machines, which are as 
remorseless in their operation as any 
other machinery. Public interests of the 
most vital character are crushed out of 
life by the Juggernaut of party exigency. 
'We do not want that sort of thing in 
British Columbia, but we could not 
avoid having it if we deliberately recog- 
nized federal party distinctions as entit- 
led to consideration in provincial aflairs. 
The older provinces do not present con- 
ditions similar to ours, but in none of 
them were local politics deliberately di- 
vided on federal lines. In Ontario and 
Quebec we have simply a continuation 
■of what existed prior to confederation, 
:and we are not. prepared to concede that 
its continuance has been beneficial. It 
•certainly has not. been so in Quebec,' 
Which province has suffered severely in 
credit and administration because it has 
been the battle ground of forces con- 
tending for supremacy in the Dominion. 
The result of the recent elections in On- 
tario, taken in connection with the re- 
peated Conservative majorities in the 
Commons contemporaneous with Lib- 
eral majorities in the provincial legisla- 
ture, show that party lines did not reach 
as deeply below the surface in local 
matters in that province, sih was goner- 
■ally supposed. In Nova Scotia, party 



lines were drawn at the time of con- 
federation and have remained the same 
ever since. The case of New Bruns- 
wick is cited as that of a province where 
the local government is a coalition. This 
is a mistake. To apply the ward coali- 
tion to New Brunswick' is a complete 
misnomer. Two events broke party lines 
in New Brunswick. The first was the 
confederation issue; the second was the 
school question. The lines upon which 
the politics of that province are con- 
ducted were drawn during the premier- 
ship of George E. King, now Mr. Jus- 
tice King, of the Supreme rourt of Can- 
ada. The movement, which culminated 
in the change of government in 1SS3, was 
Started by some of the younger men 
who thought that it was time they had 
something to say in nffairs, and when 
victory was at last won the new govern- 
ment was formed out of the house with- 
out respect to Dominion lines, the selec- 
tion of the cabinet being governed by 
two considerations, the fitness of the 
men and their strength in their respec- 
tive constituencies. There never was 
anything resembling a coalition. We 
have gone a little into particulars on this 
point, because we know that some peo- 
ple in this province talk about n coali- 
tion after what: they call the New Brans- 
wick pal tern. The fact of the matter is 
Hint, if one look's below the surface, 
he will see that each province has been 
in these matters a law unto itself, which 
must necessarily lie the case, because the 
conditions existing in the different pro- 
vinces are diverse. 

Referring particularly to our own pro- 
vince, we desire te point out that ihere 
are no lines of cleavage in affairs v hich 
will he parallel lo those in the Dominion 
arena, and therefore any .scheme which 
subordinates the former to the latter is 
indefensible on the ground of nubile 
polity. The issues with which parlia- 
ment deals are very distinct from those 
that come within the purview of the 
local house, and to attempt to manage 
them as one would inevitably lead to 
the provincial government becoming on 
ly an appendage to "lie or the other of 
the federal parties. We need hardly say 
that the interests of British Columbia 
are great enough, varied enough and call 
for sufficient ability to properly safe- 
guard them, to make it undesirable, from 
any point of view, that their treatment 
should he hampered by the exigencies 
of Dominion politics. In the other pro- 
vinces these exigencies have led to the 
sacrifice of provincial interests on more 
than one occasion, and we protest that 
this province cannot afford at such a 
critical period of its history as is now at 
hand to have its future jeopardized by 
confusing matters so distinct in their 
nature as are the issues in the federal 
and local arenas. 

Moreover from time to time questions 
will constantly arise between the pro- 
vince and the Dominion. It might be 
of advantage to have on such occasions 
a local ministry in sympathy with that 
at Ottawa, but this is doubtful, for while 
such friendship might incline the federal 
authorities to assent to the views of the 
local government to strengthen their 
hands, it might also lead the provincial 
executive to yield to the wishes of tin 
Ottawa ministry. it is certainly not 
desirable that the government of this 
province should be avowedly hostile to 
any federal ministry. British Columbia 
is a growing province. No matter what 
party may be in power at Ottawa then 
will be many tilings to be adjusted be 
tween the Dominion and the pro- 
vince, many concessions to b 
sought, many things in which concerted 
action will he necessary. It: has been 
so throughout the quarter of a century 
and more during which the province has 
been in confederation, and as during 
that long period it was never felt to be 
desirable to set up a federal line of de- 
marcation, so we do not. think it: desir- 
able now. Progress and good govern- 
ment are a sufficient platform for any 
party in British Columbia politics, and 
the loyalty of no man to his federal lead 
ers will be the least impaired by his 
taking his stand upon it. 

We think the soundness of the above 
position will be conceded by the very 
great majority of. the people of British 
Columbia, and that the determination 
of the government to ignore federal 
parly lines wholly in the forthcoming 
elections, and to base its appeal to the 
voters upon its record of administration 
and general policy will command all but 
universal approval. Mr. Turner and his 
associates realize that to do their duty 
by the province, the management of 
whose affairs has been committed t 
their hands, is a work calling for a 
the energy ami administrative skill at 
their command, and I hey have no desire 
or intention to subordinate their trust 
or lo permit if. to be subordinated to the 
welfare of either pa'.-ty at Ottawa. If 
this determination means political de- 
feat, they will have the satisfaction of 
knowing they will have done their 
duly in keeping the province free from 
political entanglements, resulting from 
the adopt ion of a policy tha t Is inde- 
fensible in principle and mischievous in 
practice. 




ELIZABETH OP ENGLAND. 

The name of "Good Queen Bess" lias 
been so associated with the culminating 
glories of the kingdom of England Dint 
her memory is almost revered by Eng- 
lishmen the world over. Yet. it would 
not bo correct to say that she either no- 
a ted the Elizabethan era or was typical 
of it. Fortunately under the system of 
government which the English people 
have aimed at since time immemorial, the 
personality of the sovereign is able to 
make itself felt negatively rather tlmn 
affirmatively upon the nation, and the 
further we get below the Blirfacc of 
events in our study of English lust my, 
the more clearly we will realize how 
large a part the people have played and 
how small has been the part of the sov- 
ereigns in making the record glorious. 

Personally Elizabeth was not tidniir- 
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able, except for two qualities, common 
sense and courage. She was vain, sus- 
picious, vacillating and, if half the stories 
of her relations with Leicester are true, 
grossly immoral. She was an ardent 
Protestant, but. apparently chiefly 
through policy, for she was quite ready 
to embrace Roman Catholicism if the 
Pope would secure her marriage with 
Leicester. Even after the Spanish Ar- 
mada had been destroyed, she was ready 
to place herself and her kingdom under 
the control of Spain if her desires in this 
respect could be gratified. Her treatment 
of Mary Queen of Scots may have been 
justified by the cruel ideas of her day, 
and there is little doubt but that the 
beautiful daughter of the Stuarts was 
an arch-intriguer: yet it is hard to for- 
give Elizabeth's conduct in assenting to 
the infliction of the death penalty, 
strongly presumptive as Vjns the evi- 
dence of treason. 

To rightly judge of the character of 
Elizabeth, we must remember the cir- 
cumstances of her birth, early training 
and surroundings. Her father, Henry 
VIII., married her mother, the beauti- 
ful Anne Bolcyn, notwithstanding the 
refusal of the Pope to consent to his di- 
vorce from Catharine of-Aragon. This 
act led lo the breach between Homo and 
England which never was bridged over. 
To the adherents of the Roman Catho- 
lic church, Elizabeth was illigitiniate. 
Her right to the throne was disputed by 
Mary Queen of Scots upon that ve-y 
ground. During the reign of her half- 
sister Mary she was much of the time 
in mortal terror of her life, and when at 
the age of 25 she ascended the throne, 
the sense of security must have been 
extreme. There were intrigues of all 
kinds at home; there was pressure of all 
kinds from abroad. She had to bo ever 
on the alert to escape the one and resist 
the ether. That she did so successfully 
was clue not so much to her own wisdom 
in council, as to her common sense real- 
ization of her own limitations, which led 
her to put confidence in such a patriot 
and stentesman as Robert Cecil, first lord 
of Burleigh, who for forty years was her 
chief adviser in all affairs of state. Per 
sonally she did very little for her coun- 
try. Howard of Effingham, Drake, Haw- 
kins, Frobisher, Raleigh, Shakespeare, 
Jonson, and, towards the last of her 
reign, Bacon, contributed by their can 
age, enterprise and talent, far more ti 
the glory of the nation than Elizabeth 
Yet she deserves u place in the esteem 
of nil, who respect British institutions, 
because it was undoubtedly during her 
reign that the principles of free govern- 
ment, recognized by the Common Law 
as inherent in the people, came to be 
more fully admitted than ever before in 
the history of England. Then was laid 
the foundation of the movement which 
found expression later in Puritan 
ism, which in its turn placed 
Cromwell at the head of affairs and long 
afterwards led to the establishment of 
Hit' Thirteen North American Colon- 
ics as an independent nation. 'What 
part Elizabeth personally may have had 
in the extension of popular rights at 
home, we may never exactly know, but 
it is to her jredit that she did not follow 
the fashion of her time and seek to sub- 
stitute personal for popular sovereignty 
Shu may be said to have been the first 
constitutional sovereign of England. 
Compared with her contemporaries she 
was fur in advance or them, so far as 
her appreciation of the rights of the 
people were concerned, and while it 
would be nattering to say that she was 
a great queen, while it would be absurd 
to laud' her virtues and shut our eyes 
to her follies, and while she was un- 
doubtedly callable, of much that was 
mean and contemptible, yet England 
owes much to her. It suited her pur- 
pose — we need not stop to inquire why— 
to he fervidly loyal to the true interests 
of her kingdom (Luring the greater part, 
of her reign. She was not ambitious of 
territorial aggrandizement through war; 
she cultivated peace abroad and sought 
to preserve harmony at home. She 
gave the country what it needed — a rest, 
ami a chance lo show the quality of its 
people. So though neither the creator of 
an era, nor typical of it, we need not 
hesitate to place the name of Elizabeth 
of England in the roll of the world's 
great women. 



The "war news" is not of a particu- 
larly agitating character. It looks so 
far like a case of "one's afraid and the 
other daresn't." There is perhaps more 
limn a. little truth in this; by which we 
do no,, mean that either side is lacking 
in courage, for the records of both coun- 
tries show their people to be full of 
pluck! but simply that the naval forces 
of both combatants are so evenly bal- 
anced that neither is in u hurry to. risk 
the chances of an engagement except un- 



der the most, favorable conditions. A 
sea light between modern ironclads, 
manned by men who know how to light 
them, is an experiment, of the most seri- 
ous character, and while we wise people 
who have no responsibility in the mat- 
ter, may think we know exactly what 
ought to be done, we would probably 
lind it, much more difficult to decide if 
we had the decision to make.

At 
this rate he would be making $13,000 a 
day. Itul this is not nearly as well as 
another man is said, by the writer of an 
item respecting a letter received from 
Mr. Frank, is doing. This "oilier man" 
is taking out, according to the item re- 
ferred to, dirt valued at $300 a pan. If 
he too can take out 100 buckets, 10 pans 
lo the bucket, each day, some of the 
Vanderbilts and Astors, would like to 
change places with him for a few days. 
A man wdio can make $300,000 a day 
shovelling dirt, is doing pretty well, oven 
for Klondike. 



CIIILCAT INDIANS FIGHT.. 

An Exchange of Shots. But No Damage 
—Dispute Over the Tribe's Assets. 

The Chiloat Indians, who make their 
home near Dyea, have been divided into 
two sections and when the steamer 
Queen left there early in the week, a 
lively little war was in progress, shots 
being exchanged but no damage done. 
It seems that George and Isaac, two of 
the leading men of the tribe, combined 
to oust the old chief. In this they suc- 
ceeded, the chief being to old to offer 
much objection. But having succeeded 
in their plot, the plotters could not de- 
cide upon a successor, as a matter of 
fact. George and Isaac both wanted the 
position themselves. There were some 
lively wah-wahs, culminating in the 
tribe being divided into two sections, 
with George and Isaac as chief of each. 
] Then the real trouble commenced as 
vtho two parties could not decide on the 
-division of the tribe's assets, and these 
ia the minds of the Indians are consider- 
able, including all the land on Lynn 
Canal with all the buildings in Dyea 
and Skagway. AVhen the whites first 
commenced to crowd there last fall, the 
Indians raised an objection, holding the 
land was theirs. They were told that 
the whites would soon leave and the 
buildings would then be theirs. This sat- 
isfied them and when the tribe was di- 
vided the different buildings were equal- 
ly allotted. 

All went well until one of the huge 
warehouses of Skagway was reached. 
Both sections wanted this for a ('ar.ee 
hall and could not settle their differ- 
ences. They met and decided that it 
must be war. That night George went 
out with his gun and poured a volley 
through Isaac's tent. The next morning 
he was fined $50. but undaunted he went 
forth the next night and started another 
fusihlde. This time the lire was re- 
turned, twenty shots in all being ex- 
changed. As the warriors kept well un- 
der cover no damage was done but it 
was feared that serious trouble would 
result before a settlement is arrived at.

There would 
be too much waste weight to carry into tin 
Country, and besides at Si for each paper 
the standard price of the country, It would 
cost a small fortune to attempt to get an 
understanding of the situation by following 
the papers. 

To meet the dltliculty thus presenting It- 
self, the Northwest special agent of the 
Examiner decided to issue a war extru 
that should trace In abstract the progress 
of the events shaping for war from the 
primary cause of trouble In Spain's abuse 
of unhappy Cuba down to the very latest 
movements of the rival fleets, received by 
telegNioh the moment before -the Issue went 
to press. In a word, the extra was made to 
tell the whole story to the present, so that 
the reader might obtain from it a knowl- 
edge of every salient point In the discussion 
to the dale of issue.

FARMERS' INSTITUTE. 

Organization Meeting Held at Ponder 
Island on Wednesday Evening. 

The farmers resident on the islands of 
the (jUl»have decided to organize a Farm- 
ers' Institute, the preliminary meeting hav- 
ing been held at the public hall, Fender 
Island, on Wednesday evening, Mr. A. If. 
Menzles acting as chairman; and Mr. B, 
Ilooson as secretary. The deputy minister 
of agriculture, Mr. .Tames Anderson, nail 
Mr. Thomas Cunningham, of New Westmin- 
ster, were present and delivered interesting 
addresses. Mr. Anderson gave a history of 
Farmers' institutes, showing the success 
they bad attained la Ontario, and also ex- 
plained the working of the British Colum- 
bia net. which closely follows the Ontario 
act. The speaker Invited farmers to apply 
to the department of agriculture for any 
Information they might require In respect 
to agriculture. 

'Mr. Cunningham spoke of the advantages 
of cooperation among fanners and the Im- 
portance of directing more attention to 
agricultural matters. H c drew comparisons 
between the stability of the agricultural In- 
dustry and mining and other Industries nnd 
gave a history of the organization of the 
board of horticulture and fruit growers' 
association. Fanners, he said, were handi- 
capped by unions and combinations In al- 
most all other occupations, and strongly 
urged all farmers to combine for mutual 
protection. He showed how the scheme for 
cheap money for fanners would benefit the 
agricultural community, and concluded by 
pointing out the Importance of n rigid In- 
sped Ion of foreign fruit, a duty of the 
board of horticulture. 

Some discussion followed on proposed leg- 
islation to provide cheap money and on 
matters relating to the working of the 
Farmers' Institutes. 

Mr. Cunningham proposed that the sub- 
scription list be opened, and It was accord- 
ingly done. Mr. Grlmmes proposed a vote 
of thanks to the two gentlemen for the 
pains they had taken. It was seconded and 
carried. 

The organization meeting of the Fanners' 
Institute In the district to which the Gulf 
Islands belong, will be held nt Vesuvius 
Hay en Tresday, the 8rd of May, when a 
good attendance Is expected for the election 
of oflleers.

THE SCRAMBLE FOR TRAFFIC. 

In the course of an address on the 
Mines of Raih-oad Management" be- 
fore the St. Lmiis Commercial Club by 
i F \, Vl ' liam Taussig, former president 
01 the St. Louis Terminal Railroad As- 
sociation, the doctor made the following 
reference to discriminations, rebate-; 
drawbacks to favored shippers, ticket 
brokerage, undorbilling of weights 
sifymg of classification: 

"These practices developed in the dis- 
astrous years of 1892-3, when business 
was dull and traffic light, and were in- 
itiated mainly by combinations of weak 
lines and lines in the hands of irrespon 
sible receivers. When once fully de 
veloped. they dragged the older and 
stronger hues down to their level. In 
the chaos and whirlpool of disorganiz- 
ation, no line, with the best intention, 
could find a firm footing. In vain did 
many of the presidents and managers 
try to call a halt, in vain did thev try 
to keep steady front against the invad- 
ing masses of freight and, passenger 
offices, high and low, whose scamble for 
trallic and tonnage, at rates less than 
cost, amounted almost to a loot of their 
own treasuries. In vain did they call 
meetings and bring about solemn agree- 
ments. Hie ink was hardly dry on the 
instruments, knowing that they would 
not or could not keep them. 

It would he unfair, however, to pre- 
fer the charge for these malpractices 
only against railroad officers. Thelunre 
shjPPers are often the first tempters. By 
utfully, untruthfully and conscience- 
ess y representing to the trallic officer 
tnat they can obtain lower rates from 
rival hues reaching the same points 
they manage to incite jealousy, strife 
ami anally , ruinous competition. Rail- 
f.'!i- ,„ M ';'-!'

To the Editor:— At the very interest- 
ing reception given to the Victorian Or- 
der of Nurses by the Lieut-Governor 
and Mrs. Mjlnues on Wednesday last, 
certain questions arose touching the 
"sentiment of antagonism" shown in the 
province towards that order, and also 
concerning the relative conditions of 
nursing work us undertaken by tile Vic- 
torian Order in contradistinction to the 
work done by our own local nurses. 
These cpiestions, until well understood, 
are likely not only to foster antagon- 
ism, but will ill time generate that very 
undesirable spirit of purtznnship and 
ignorant criticism so inimical to noble 
and sincere ends. 

The position taken by the Victorian 
Order of Nurses may be briefly stated 
thus: They are an organized and en- 
dowed body receiving a salary of four 
hundred dollars a year, together with 
board and uniform; they are protected 
by personal interest and supervision in 
all dangerous and disagreeable under- 
takings, and they are ready to perform 
emergency or other work in Isolated and 
outlying districts and among the poor of 
cities, while at. the same time fees are 
taken from nil who can afford to pay 
them in proportionate scale. 

With the exception of this last clause 
the benefit of such an order seems to be 
mutual between itself and those who 
subscribe to its support, and should pro- 
mise much practical service in mission- 
ary and philanthropic fields anil as 
pioneer of humanity in new centres of 
emigration. In the face of such a posi- 
tion all antagonism must die away and 
no sentiment survive save one of en- 
couragement and reverence. 

It is, however, the above mentioned 
clause which lias given rise to a feeling 
not quite properly designated as antagon- 
istic, and any opposition shown towards 
the establishment of the Victorian Or- 
der in Victoria has its rise rather in a 
feeling of loyalty to our already estab- 
lished nursing institution — and to those, 
who serve it so devotedly. 

We have in oar Royal Jubilee bos 
pital a very real memorial of her whose 
name will sparkle for all ages upon the 
"stretched forefinger of time," and point 
out the pathway of the unselfish life. 
This memorial is, as yet, by no means 
complete, and they who have for the 
(fast ten years worked for it, sub- 
scribed towards it ' and stood by it 
through all the countless difficulties in- 
scribes a bird as 'deep in its unknown 
through a period of great commercial de- 
pression, and not forgetting to count In 
that great company who have derived 
permanent physical benefit within ils 
walls. All these would prefer to sen 
their province make a further memor- 
ial of the greater jubilee by completing 
some of its very pressing needs rather 
than by subscribing to a work for which 
there is no demand in the province, and 
which would not live as any individual 
expression .of our good citizenship and 
loyalty. 

Therefore, when it became evident 
that one of the objects of the Victorian 
Order was to establish a centre in our 
city— already provided with ample hos- 
pital and nursing facilities— coupled with 
the fact that fees would be taken at 
lower rates than those fixed for our own 
nurses, then it cannot he wondered at 
that those nurses feel their position in a 
measure challenged. 

Our local order of nurses make no 
pretensions to any more picturesque at- 
titude than that of making an honest 
livelihood. They undergo a course of 
severe training, receiving the while but 
a nominal salary, and during which 
period they have a thorough preparation 
by hard and methodical work for the 
"struggle of life" sanctified as it is by 
the fact that it includes also the strug- 
gle for the life of others. I am remind- 
ed of a passage from a recent author 
when? he makes a criticism very apt for 
present application. He says: "Matthew 
Arnold in a well remembered line de- 
scribes a bird as deep in its unknown 
day's employ.' But peace be to the 
poet, its employ is all too certain. 
Its day is spent in struggling to 
get a living, and a very hard 
day it is. It awoke at daybreak and set 
out to catch its morning meal; but an- 
other bird was awake before it, and 
it lost its chance.' 

Now, if there exists any feeling of an- 
tagonism tin? root is here. Our nurses, 
after qualifying through a long and ar- 
duous probation, are thrown upon their 
own resouces and depend upon forming 
clientele of their own, and they do 
not want to "find another bird awake 
before them" — especially u bird protect- 
ed by the powers that be, provided with 
a lixed income, privileged by a pictures- 
que attitude and posing picturesquely as 
philanthropists because they will work 
for smaller fees than our nurses can 
afford to take— and live. 

Apart from the question that the 
laborer is always worthy of his hire, a 
privilege enjoyed to the utmost by the 
nurses of the Victorian Order because 
their hire is assumed, our nurses 
after leaving the hospital, are for 
the most part self-supporting, besides 
often having others to support as well. 
They never refuse to work in emergen- 
cies, and do more unostentatious charit- 
able work thnn the public is ever aware 
of. Besides this the city and its vicin- 
ity is ho well supplied with nurses that 
few of these can reckon on averaging 
employment for ujore than eight months 
out of the twelvtf^ier annum. 

There will bo no antagonism if those 
who subscribed to the Victorian Order 
of Nurses ure asked to do so on the un- 
derstanding that they are subscribing to 
a missionary and philanthropic orders- 
dependant for its existence and employed 
alone for the assistance of the isolated, 
the very poor — or where there are no 
other nursing institutions, but not en- 
croaching upon the field of such workers 
who have individually and alone chosen 
nursing us their life's profession. 

On this understanding those nurses 
who join the Victorian Order will do 
so from ii sense of "vocation"— that 
spirit which must always move on the 
face of all great movements and good 
impulses, ami which separates the life 
of service from the life of sacrifice; but 
which may not be presumed absent from 
the lives of all to whom circumstances 
and duty appoint only the more com- 
mon tasks of daily self-supporting labor. 
Nature preys but the soul concedes. 



All life, spiritual and temporal, is de- 
pendent upon mutual sympathy and mu- 
tual accommodation. Organized effort 
in however good a cause may only meet 
with, resistance if it fails to consider 
others, and will produce animosity in- 
stead of charity. Those who feel the 
call to a life of sacrifice should not talk 
of sacrifice as of a .marketable ware, and 
those whose only sacrifice consists in do- 
ing the duty that lies nearest to them 
with modesty and honor, need never for- 
get that all service has its appointed 
place in thnt "wonderful order'' which 
includes "both angels— and men." 

QUO VADIS. 

To the Editor— I wish to make a few 
remarks in reference to certain state- 
ments made by Miss Fenton in the ad- 
dress given by her at Government House 
last Wednesday afternoon. I feel sure 
she was laboring under a false impres- 
sion when she implied that we (as. train- 
ed nurses') neither could nor would do 
work as undertaken by those especially 
trained for "district nursing." I can as- 
sure you, sir, that in many cases we 
have to do as hard if not harder work 
than any "district nurse" is ever called 
upon to perforin. We have offer to 
split the wood and carry all the water 
required from a distance in addition to 
nursing our patients and looking after 
the household duties. Another point I 
wish to mention is that we (myself and 
fellow-nurses, several of whom are from 
cur Jubilee hospital) feel very much 
pained by the insinuation that the nurses 
belonging to the Victorian Order do their 
work out of love to God and man whilst 
we- work only for the sake of our fees; 
'.hat; it is a grave mistake and I am sun.' 
Miss Fenton would be the first person 
to acknowledge it if she only knew what 
nu amount of charitable work is done 
at various times by the nurses in thb 
city, some never receiving a cent for 
their services of love whilst the district 
nurses' salary is ensured whether she 
is working or not. As regards the pay 
the V. O. I>. nurse is far 
better off than the private nurse, who 
seldom makes the amount yearly paid 
to the former, viz.. $400, out of which 
(if she does) she has to board, lodg 
and clothe herself, besides having to 
help others who may be partly depend 
ent upon her. We do not wisli to take 
away any of the just honor and praise 
due to those who are cheerfully leading 
such self-sacrificing lives. We only 
wish U> remove the slur cast upon us, 
and to state our firm belief that there 
is no nurse (worthy of the name) who 
would refuse to put her hand to any 
work that was necessary for her pa- 
tient's comfort and welfare.

AMERICAN LUMBER SUPPLY: 



The Planting of ForeaU Likely to Bo at 
Important Industry. 

Looking not very far into the future, 
it seums that the planting of American 
forests will become a productive indus- 
try. Preservation of old forests, with 
their masses of dry underbrush and fire 
inviting collections of dry leaves, may 
be advisable for some reasons. Theso 
immense masses of firewood undoubted 
ly tend to collect snow, which, by its 
gradual molting, furnishes a supply to 
thowateT reservoirs beneath the surface 
of tho ground. Snow thaws loss quickly 
under tho shade of trees than in the 
bright sunlight. Less water, therefore, 
runs to supply floods and freshets than 
when tho snow is made to pass away 
gradually. But this question does not 
affect the solid timber interests. 

In old forests, where there is a strug 
glo for lifo among tho trees by reason 
of their growing so thickly together, 
tho result is tho necessity of waiting 
many years before tho trees will reaoh 
n size to mime them desirable for tint 
ber purposes. Where trees have room to 
grow and aro proporly cared for most 
kinds of American trees will furnish 
useful timbor in 20 or 30 years, and for 
many other purposes they can be em 
ployed even younger. It. takes well on 
to a century for the struggling trees in 
a dense wood to have any marketable 
value. 

While good timbor is becoming grad 
ually scarcer on account of our annual 
forest fires, rising from'tho conditions 
already stated, the demand is increasing, 
and, what is more remarkable, Europe 
is already calling on America for a sup- 
ply of lumber. American oak especially 
is in great demand in tho old world, 
while our black walnut is ulosoly fol- 
lowing in its wake. Our lighter woods 
also — such as tho tulip tree and poplar 
— are coming into great demand thnro 
for packing boxes and cases where light 
weight is a great object. Those who aro 
interested in forestry in our country 
should take up tho matter of encourago- 
meut of forest planting. It will soon be 
a greater question than forost preserva- 
tion. — Median's Monthly.

Vancouver, April ,'?0.— Chief McKnlgltt 
oC Whatcom wits in Vancouver to-day 
looking fdi- Mvh, .Snider, who eloped with 
husband number one, Oswald Kaden.

Lady Van Home and son arrived to- 
night from Seattle. 

Mr. M. P. Morris, consul general for 
Chile, lias removed his offices In Van- 
couver to the Mackinnon block, in which 
are now also situated the offices of the 
consular agency for the United Slates. 

The Trade and Labor Council has 
passed resolutions, strongly condemning 
the action of Mr. A. "Williams, M.P.P., 
in voting against Mr. Maepherson's Mus- 
ter and Servant bill, and also has de- 
clared itself against the proposed divis- 
ion of Vancouver into ridings. 

The city council has renewed Ihe lease 
of the race course lit Hastings to the 
jockey club oa the same terms as hist 
year, save that the club is to bo entitled 
to retain "10 per cent, of the receipts due 
the city, in return for 1111 equivalent ex- 
penditures under the approval of the 
city engineer, on the various city roads 
giving access to the race course. 

At the public- meeting held yesterday 
In Dunn hail, under the presidency of 
Mayor Garden, it was decided that it 
would lie advisable to establish a Nurse's 
Home in Vancouver in connection with 
the order. The meeting, which was ad- 
dressed by Kev. E. D. Maclarcn, Rev; 
L. N. Tucker. Miss Powell, superintend- 
ent of the Klondike nurses, Mr. Hill 
Tout and Mrs. McLagan, was fairly at- 
tended, the ladies of the Women's Coun- 
cil being naturally, strongly represent- 
ed. Of the thirty-four doctors of tho 
city who had been invited to attend, not 
one appeared, and it is supposed that the 
local medical fraternity is hardly in 
favor of Hie Victorian Order of Nurses, 
though Dr. Underbill on Wednesday 
afternoon attended a meeting of the 
■ Indies council, in connection with the 
nursing order, with which therefore he 
seems to be more in sympathy, than most 
of his confreres. 

The provincial police of the Vancouver 
district are still eng'eged in endeavors to 
trace the murderers of the unfortunate 
man John Bray. 

The Trades and Labor Council of Van- 
couver it requesting the Dominion to 
amend the Chinese Poll Tax act, so as 
to include ia its provisions a provision 
for the levy of the tux on Chinese work- 
ing on coasting steamers plying between 
British Columbia ports and northern 
points.

The young Conservatives of New

C. Iron Works 
Company, which has decided to build 
no more river steamboats in New West- 
minster, but confine its operations to 
Vancouver. 

The executive committee of the 
autumn provincial fair held u meeting 
here on Thursday afternoon.

The Karl of Aberdeen, amongst other, 
promises valuable exhibits, in his case 
representing the products of the Cold- 
steam ranch near Vernon. The provin- 
cial horticultural department will con- 
trol the fruit section of the exhibition 
and collect choice produ its. Another 
feature of the fair will be a comprehen- 
sive display of mineral specimens, min- 
ing apparatus ai)d oilier exhibits per- 
taining to mining in British Columbia. 

An anthropology department will be 
placed in charge of Mr. John Fannin, 
curator of the provincial museum, ic- 
toria, and Professor Robertson, of Ot- 
tawa, will send a dairying expert to aid 
ia the organization of a choice display 
of dairy proJuec and apples. 

It was ulao decided to call an early 
public meeting, with a vie.v to organize 
a strong citizens' committee, to aid the 
annual civic celebration, and also pro- 
mote the su<voss of waat. will, it is 
hoped, prove the finest exhibition yet 
helil ia the province. 

The meeting to-night, called by parties 
in opposition to the redistribution bill 
was very slimly attended. An attempt 
to give to the meet ing a political charac- 
ter by some local Liberals was also un- 
successful. 

RAILKOAD FROM SKAGWAY.

BRIDGE RIVER MINES. 

A District in British Columbia That is 
Said 'to Exceed Klondike, in 
Richness; 

There has been of late increasing in- 
terest manifested In the Bridge lllver 
section of the Dillooet mining division. 
This section is about thirty miles from 
A.shcroft station on the C. P. It., und 
only about !2oO miles from Victoria. The 
attention of mining men was attracted to 
this locality in the early days of the 
Cariboo excitement, when a considerable 
quantity of coarse gold was washed 
from tho benches and bnuks of Bridge 
river, as it is to-day. It was then be- 
lieved that the matrices of these placer 
deposits would be found iu veins wash- 
ed by tributaries higher up, but it was 
not until the summer of 1S97 that pros- 
pectors exploring the mountains lying to 
the north discovered the extensive quartz 
ledges, running for the most part paral- 
lel to each other, which reveal Ihe source 
of the nuggets found iu the stream be- 
low. 

No sooner were these discoveries made 
than a "rush" followed, and numbers of 
claims were staked iu proximity to the 
Little due (now forming part of the lien 
d'Or group;, the Ida May, operated by 
the Alpha Boll Co., the Forty Thieves, 
the Lome and Monarch groups respec- 
tively, which are among the most notable 
of the early locations. In all of these 
and several others which might be men- 
tioned, the most noteworthy character- 
istic of the ledges is that they consist 
uniformly of free-milling gold quart:': of 
the same quality and degree of fineness, 
carrying gold throughout, which in many 
instances Is plainly visible to the naked 
eye. This quartz is distinct, from any 
other hitherto found in British Colum- 
bia, so much so that a Lillooet miner 
would pick it out from a hundred varie- 
ties, not knowing where they were 
found, and say that it came from Bridge 
liver. 

4l A '.'.other peculiarity of this district is 
.lie presence in abundance of decompos- 
ed quartz, or quartz resembling coarse- 
grained dust, of a reddish-brown color. 
The gold is too line to be seen, but when 
assayed yields a very high percentage 
running considerably over .$100 to tho 
ton and carrying silver us well. It is im- 
possible to take a picked sample of this, 
ns it is all alike in appearance. All the 
veins arc remarkably well-defined, which 
taken into consideration with their po- 
sition and the presence of porphyry in 
the walls and diorite as country lock, 
indicate that they are genuine fissure 
veins. At any rate they are pronounced 
to he such by experts who declare that 
the conditions described above are found 
nowhere else in British Columbia, and 
that an immense future awaits this sec- 
tion as the development work progresses. 
That this view is correct is proved by 
the development already done in the 
vicinity of Cadwallader creek, along 
which these claims are . situated. 'I'his 
creek is probably the most important 
tributary of Bridge river and while Gun 
Creek, Tyauchton creek and the south 
fork of Bridge river all have promising 
leads, it is upon, and in the neighbor- 
hood of Cadwallader creek where the 
richest and most extensive deposits have, 
up to the present, boon found. The tun- 
nels driven on the Ben d'Or and Ida 
May properties and the work done on tho 
Monarch group have opened the door to 
a vast treasure hotiHe of wealth that has 
hitherto been sealed to the outer world. 

The exhaustive mill test of the ore 
dump of the Ida May made by Mr. Pel- 
lew-Harvey, of Vancouver, gave $94 to 
the ton, while the tests made upon the 
Monarch group show that both the quan- 
tity and value of the ore increase with 
the depth of the excavation. The de- 
composed vein found there yields no 
less than $124 per ton in gold alone, not 
to speak of silver, while the other quartz 
veins running through the claims have 
given from $70 to ifl.OOO to the ton. 

There can be no doubt that in this 
group the British Columbia Gold Prop- 
erty company, of Victoria, have a i cry 
valuable property indeed. With com- 
mendable enterprise this company have 
been the first of those interested in this 
locality to issue a prospectus/which eon- 
tains some very interesting and import- 
ant information regarding this section 
and particularly in respect of the claims 
they arc now engaged in developing.

Such has been the interest awak- 
ened by the unearthing of these deposits 
there Hint already miners bound for the 
Klondike have left the C. P. R. at Ash- 
croft in numbers and ' struck put tor 
Bridge river, preferring to try their for- 
tune in that locality where tho precious 
yellow metal is so abundant, and where 
they will have none of the hardships of 
nn Arctic region to endure.

DEVELOPING THE NORTH. 

Terms of the Agreement in the Cariboo- 
Omineca Chartered Company Bill. 

The memorandum of agreement con- 
tained in the schedule of the Cariboo- 
Omineca Chartered Company, now be- 
fore the legislature, sets forth very clear- 
ly the advantages to be gained in open- 
ing up the northern portion of the pro- 
vince. The agreement reads: 

Memorandum of agreement made the 
25th day of March, 1808, between Her 
Majesty the Queen in right of her pro- 
vince of British Columbia, herein repre- 
sented by the Hon. John Herbert Tur- 
ner, premier, and the Hon. George 
Bohun Martin, chief commissioner of 
lands and works of the said province, 
hereinafter called "the government" of 
the first part, and Frank Owen, of No. 
10, Great College street. City of West- 
minster, London, S, W., England, gentle- 



called "the contractors'' of the second 
part, witnesseth as follows: 

1. The contractors contract, promise 
and agree, as Boon as may be after the 
execution and confirmation of this agree- 
ment, to execute works of improvement 
necessary to render navigation possible, 
and when navigation is s-> rendered pos- 
sible to estblish and maintain during the 
season of navigation in tfie years 1898, 
1899, 1900, regular steamboat communi- 
cation between Quesnellemouth, Cari- 
boo district, in the province of British 
Columbia and North Tacla lake. Omi- 
neca district, British Columbia, via. the 
Fraser river, the Lower Nechnco river, 
the Stewart river, the Tatcher river and 
hike and the Middle river the means of 
communication employed to bo. lit and 
proper for the safe navigation of the 
waters to be traversed and to provide 
suitable accommodation for the carriage 
of freight and passengers and the con- I 
tractors further contract, promise and 
agree during the said seasons to under- | 
take as common carriers the carriage 
of freight and passengers between the 
said points: Provided that ir from any 1 
cause it be impossible to establish regu- 
lar communication at the opening of the 
season of 1S9S, the contractors shall in 
the season of 1901 maintain such regular 
communication for a period equal to the 
period which elapses between the open- 
ing of the season of 1S9S and the estab- 
lishment of regular communication, and 
shall thereby be deemed to fully carry 
out and complete the conditions of this 
clause. 

2. The contractors also contract, pro- 
mise and agree to engage, equip, trans- 
port and maintain during the working 
portions of the years 1898, 1S90, ]<)<)<), 
corresponding as nearly as may bo with 
the season of navigation, an exploring 
party for the exploration of the Omt- 
neea, Cassiar and Cariboo districts of 
British Columbia, the said party to con- 
tinuously and efficiently explore in one 
or all of the said districts daring the 
whole of each of the said seasons, and 
to keep proper and complete record of 
such exploration and of the results there- 
of, and to furnish copies of such record 
to the government at the end of each 
such season. 

3. The contractors also contract, pro- 
mise and agree to examine and explore 
the North Fork of the Fraser river be- 
tween Fort George and the Giscome 
Portage and ascertain the extent to 
which such portion of the river is navi- 
gable; and in the event of its being 
navigable, so soon as may be after such 
fact shall be nseertaned, to establish 
steamboat communication between the 
said points of a class and character fit 
for the navigation of the waters to be 
traversed and providing suitable accom- 
modation for the carriage of freight and 
passengers; to maintain such communi- 
cation regularly during the portions of 
the said seasons of 1808. 1899, 1900, 
which shall not have elapsed at the time 
such fitness for navigation as aforesaid 
shall have been ascertained; provided 
that if from any cause it be impossible 
to establish regular communication at 
the opening of the season of 1S9S, the 
contractors or the company shall in the 
season 1901 maintain such regular com- 
munication for a period equal to the 
period which elapses between the open- 
ing of the season of 1898 and the estab- 
lishment of regular communication; to 
carry freight and passengers as common 
carriers between the points in this clause 
above mentioned; and for the purpose 
of giving better effect to the provisions 
of this clause, to improve the said Gis- 
come Portage so as to render the portage 
better fitted for the transfer over it to 
the adjacent waterways of passengers 
and freight. 

4. The government shall submit to the 
legislative assembly of British Columbia 
at its present session a bill for an aJt 
of incorporation for the purpose of con- 
firming this agreement and authorizing 
the government and the contractors to 
perform and carry out the same, and al- 
so incorporating the contractors and 
such other persons as may become asso- 
ciated with them as shareholders into a 
corporation under the name of the 
"Cariboo-Omineca Chartered Company" 
(hereinafter referred to as "the com- 
pany"), with power to acquire, perform 
and carry out this agreement, and with 
all necessary provisions in that behalf. 

5. The said act of incorporation also 
to confer upon the company full and suf- 
ficient powers to hold, lease, purchase 
and otherwise acquire, and to sell, leases 
mortgage and otherwise dispose of, and 
to maintain and operate steamboats, 
wharves, buildings, pack trains, stage 
coaches and stage lines and any other 
means of communication and carriage 
by land; also to locate, record, hold, 
deal in and dispose of mines, mineral 
claims and mining and smelting opera- 
tions, and to acquire and operate elec- 
tric power and light plants, saw mills 
and mills and factories for manufactur- 
ing purposes, and to carry on business 
as inn-keepers and general traders in 
merchandise of all kinds, together with 
all general powers incidental to the 
carrying out of all or any of the above 
objects anil such other powers us may 
be necessary for 'the due operation and 
conduct of all bus-ness connected with 
and incidental to the acquiring, develop- 
ing, reclaiming and disposing of the 
lands to be acquired by purchase from 
the government as hereinafter provided. 

0. In consideration of the due per- 
formance, carrying out and completion 
by the contractors and the company of 
the agreements on the part of the con- 
tractors and the company herein entered 
into with the government, the company 
shall have the right, to purchase from 
tin; government at the price of one dol- 
lar ($1.00) per acre, situate at the option 
of the company as to selection, in the 
districts of Cariboo, Omineea and Cas- 
siar, six tracts of land of an area of not 
less than three; hundred nnd twenty 
(320) and not more than six hundred 
and forty (640) acres each situate on any 
part of the river or lakes traversed by 
the lines of steamboat communication 
established by the contractors or the 
company under this agreement, the said 
purchase to be carried out and complet- 
ed upon and subject to the conditions 
hereinafter contained, that is to say: 

7. The said six (G) tracts of Innd men- 
tioned in clause (i hereof, shall be se- 
lected so far as may be as to boundaries 
of tract in accordance with the provis- 
ions of the Land act in that, behalf, anil 
shall be staked off in manner prescribed 
by that act for the staking of lands 
prior to application to purchase, and 
notice of the selection and staking, to- 
gether with a sketch plan of the land 
selected, shall bo filed with the chief 
commissioner of land and works at Vic- 
toria. 

8. Forthwith upon execution of this 
agreement the contractors, nnd forth- 
with after the incorporation the com- 
pany, shall no entitled to proceed with
